DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 5-13, filed 12/10/2009, with respect to 
amended claims 16, 18 and 19 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejections of claims 16, 18 and 19 have been withdrawn. 

2. The Examiner notes, with respect to claim 19, the amendment submitted 
12/10/2009 is not a marked up version to show the changes. For the record, claim 19 
has been amended to remove the terms "in the first mode" from the second to last line. 
In view of this amendment to claim 1 9 there are no further objections to claim 1 9. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 16, 18 and 19 are allowed. 

4. Claim 16 is allowable for at least the reasons made of record and discussed in 
Applicant's amendment submitted 12/10/2009. 

5. Claims 18 and 19 are allowable for at least the reason that they depend from 
claim 16.
